MILWAUKEE, Wig—We know 
a place where they have nylon! 
In that same spot are hundreds of 
women, but they are not making 
a grab for it 
Proximity to that much nylon 
does not even widen their eyes or 
push up the rate of their pulse or 
generally produce that 
bargain 
basement behavior expected from 
the little woman when the mere 
word “nylon” is mentioned. 
These women would not have 
that nylon on a bet. 
Why? 
Because it's going to 
their 
sons 
and 
husbands 
and 
sweethearts. Ifs going into bomb 
parachutes and h u m a n escape 
parachutes 
It is to save the lives of loved 
ones and destroy the lives of the 
enemy. 
And if they wear salt bags on 
their stems from now till the 
armistice it’s all right with them. 
Sheer covering for their legs is the 
last thing on their minds. 
These women who have gone to 
war on the home front are work­ 
ers in the parachute division of 
Hansen Glove company in this city 
and to watch them work you 
would think each was a frustrated 
speed demon. 
Sitting behind power sewing ma­ 
chines which gobble up miles of 
n y l o n at a thundering rate of 
speed, they feed the shining fabric 
tow’ard the needle, each develop­ 
ing her own method of holding the 
materia] to Insure greated speed 
and accuracy. 
Perfection Cherished 
In this plant, where 99 per cent 
of the workers are women, perfec­ 
tion is a jealous god. 
Mistakes 
might mean a life. 
So there are 
no mistakes, because women have 
a penchant for detail, they have 
been particularly adapted to para­ 
chute production. They realize the 
imj>ortance 
of 
parachutes 
and 
cherish perfection. 
The bomb 'chute is a smaller 
edition of the parachute used by 
flyers bailing out, but it is life in 
a one-way story. It can never be 
used again. 
The bomb 'chute is released bv 
airmen over the enemy and a flyer 
can measure with destructive cer­ 
tainty just where the bomb a t­ 
tached to it will explode. 
The parachute bomb permits a 
plane to come far nearer its target 
before releasing the bomb because 
it gives the plane more time to 
get away before the explosion than 
if the bomb were dropped at a 
higher rate of speed. 
But the 
’chute must be strong, flawless, of 
high tenacity rayon and nylon 
cloth. 
When the women start work on 
the 'chutes they walk back and 
forth, back and forth unrolling 
giant bolts of fabric until more 
than 150 thicknesses have piled up. 
Tile Circular .Skirt 
The pattern is marked—gores 
which make up the 'chute—Just 
as one might mark out a circular 
skirt on a sewing table at home. 
Then the cloth is cut by an elec­ 
tric machine, cut to a fine toler­ 
ance. 
If you stop to chat with one of 
the cutters, an eager-faced young 
girl, Miss Betty Jackson, you ad­ 
mire not only her swift skill but 
the blithe way in which she carries 
off a staggering life schedule. 
Betty is on the swing shift, from 
3 to ll p. rn.
